The subject matters of claims 1-3 do not appear to be novel in view of document 1 cited in the ISR. The 
constitution described in claims 1-3, in which a sensor accommodating portion, a connector portion and a power 
feed portion are integrally formed to constitute a single assembly to be installed in an apparatus housing, is 
disclosed in document 1 ([0045]-[0054] and Figs. 12-15). 

The subject matters of claims 4-9 do not appear to involve an inventive step in view of documents 1 and 
2 cited in the ISR. A person skilled in the art could have easily applied the actuator device described in 
document 2, in which a sensor accommodating portion is accommodated in a recess formed in a gear possessed 
by a power transmission mechanism, to the actuator device described in document 1. Furthermore, the sensor 
described in document 2 is also connected with an output shaft in the recess to allow integral rotation. 

The subject matters of claims 10-12 do not appear to involve an inventive step in view of documents 1-3 
cited in the ISR. A person skilled in the art could have easily applied the constitution described in document 3, 
in which (1) a link that can be cut as desired is provided in a conductive plate to be incorporated by molding 
using a resin, and (2) the connection mode of the conductive plate is decided in response to the cutting mode of 
the said link, to the conductive plate in the actuator device described in document 1.

The subject matters of claims 13-20 do not appear to involve an inventive step in view of documents 1-4 
cited in the ISR. A person skilled in the art could have easily applied the actuator device described in document 
4 in which a pressing portion for pressing a gear in the axial direction is integrally provided, to the actuator 
device described in document 1. 

The subject matters of claims 21-24 do not appear to be novel in view of document 4 cited in the ISR. 
The actuator device in which (1) a pressing portion for pressing a gear in the axial direction is provided 
integrally and (2) a load is applied in the direction to cross the axial line of a rotating axis is disclosed in 
document 4 ([0019] and Fig. 4). 
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
